Awakened bV the smell of smoko, 
she was confronted with tongues of 
flame whet! she made a desperate afr 
tempt to reach

sleeping in an adjoining nom and 
fire snuffed ont their young Uves as 
neighbors made frantic efforts to on* 
tor the burning home. 
At 12:30 o’clock this morning vol­ 
unteer firemen 
removed 
from tho 
mass of debris the charted bodies of 
-J the children.

Nearly two hours later pfiyslfl 
were stUl endeavoring to revive 
Cross from a faint. 
Father Grlsf-Stricken 
The father, a roller employed at 
the Weirton tin mill, could not bo 
restrained or comforted by neighbors 
and throughout the early hours today 
he was roaming 
the street*, grief- 
stricken beyond control. 
The Cross home, a two-story frame 
dwelling, was burned to the ground. 
The mother and her three children 
retired shortly after the father left 
his home for work at 8 o’clock last 
night 
From 
disconnected 
stories 
neighbors were able to piece together 
before Mrs. Cross swooned, the moth­ 
er is said to have awakened when she 
smelled 
smoke. 
With 
her 
first

smoke-filled room to their oedrodm*. 
but flames forced her back oefore she 
could reach their door. Unsuccessful 
In a second attempt, she rushed to 
the street and screamed for aid. 
The Cross home is located on Old

the house was enveloped in flames.

WISCONSIN RAN CONFESSES HE KILLED WIDOW WITH WHOM HE CONTRACTED BIGAMOUS MARRIAGE 


MAUSTON, 
Wls., Jan. 24 — 
W illiam H. Coffey today confessed 
th at he killed Mrs. H attie Sher­ 
man Hales, wealthy widow, with 
whom he eloped from La Crosse 
and contracted a bigamous m ar­ 
riage. 
Coffer 
declared 
hysterically 
th at he struck her over the head 
with an indoor baseball bat and 
hurled her 
body over 
a 
high 


bridge In W est Dubuque into the 
M ississippi. 
The confession was made at th# 
end of IO hours of questioning. 
Used Bat; Hurled Body Iota River. 
“ Yes, I killed her,” said Corfey. 
“She had accused me of being out 
w ith other women in Dubuque and 
she slapped my face. 
She 
then 
seized on indoor 
baseball 
bat 
which we carried In our autom o­ 


bile and attem pted to strik e me. 
I seized it and wrenched it from 
ber grasp. 
Then I h it h er over 
the head and she fell dead. 
“I then picked up her body and 
hurled it over a high bridge on 
the west side of the M ississippi 
w here the water is deep. The m ur­ 
d er was comm itted on th e night 
of Sept. 13 last year. W e had been 
cam ping along the river and when 


I ret' reed from town she accused 
me of being out with other wo­ 
men.” 
The confession was first made 
to Albert F. liaenziger, staff cor­ 
respondent of the Chicago Even­ 
ing American, who took up the 
questioning after Sheriff W right, 
exhausted by the protracted ex­ 
amination, fell asleep . 
’ She was clad only In a night­ 


gown when I struck her down,” 
said Coffey. 
“I then drove the 
autom obile to W aukegan and then 
into Chicago. From there I went 
to Sheboygan and then back to 
Chicago. 
After a short stay there I went 
to Asheville, N. C. I stayed there 
until eight days before C hristm as 
and then went back to my home 
In Madison, arriving on Dec. 24.”

The Cross home is located on Old 
Cove road, two blocks distant from 
W eirton proper in an isolated sec­ 
tion, and when townspeople arrived 
the house was enveloped in flames. 
Men were forced back time and again 
as the frantic m other pleaded with 
them to enter the building. 
She was 
restrained from plunging into the rag­ 
ing furnace only by the combined ef­ 
forts of several onlookers. 
W ater Pumped from Creek. 
W eirton’s volunteer fire departm ent 
answered an alarm but was handicap­ 
ped by the absence of a w ater supply. 
W ater was pumped from a creek b at 
the flam es w ere beyond con'rol. 
Coroner George Arner of New Cum­ 
berland was unable to reach the scene 
because of high flood w aters. 
In a 
telephone message to W eirton he ap­ 
pointed Russel Steele, W eirton under­ 
taker, as acting coroner. 
Sceele su­ 
pervised tho work of rem o/tng the 
bodies of the three children from the 
fire ruins. 
The blaze is believed to have origi­ 
nated from an overheated stove in the 
children’s bedroom.

They showed themselves 
nearly as bad as the Boxers. Then they imposed grievous penal­ 
ties, out bf proportion to the Chinese offenses. America objected, 
and when obliged for diplomatic reasons to acquiesce, soon re­ 
turned her indemnity payments. 
Now there is an uprising in China far greater than the Boxer 
rebellion. 
It is the climax of years of revolution, during which the west­ 
ern powers have all sided with Chinese reaction instead of Chinese 
progress. They all continued to recognize the corrupt and de­ 
cadent government at Peking, instead of the liberal, modern 
government at .Canton, modeled in spirit after our own. 
Now 
Peking is as dead as Babylon. The southern liberals are in the 
saddle. The spirit of Canton is triumphing. Democracy is rampant. 
The Chinese feel themselves a nation again. 
This may be the beginning of a vast racial movement, becom­ 
ing eventually a continental movement. Asia as a whole may turn 
self-conscious and assertive. 
That may be a peril or a blessing, according to the way the 
western powers deal with China. America is freer than the others 
to act, tolerantly and generously. It is plainly to America’s in­ 
terest to do so. China faces us across the Pacific, and the Pacific 
narrows year by year. 
We are now confronting problems in the Orient possibly far 
mere fateful than those of Mexico Bud Nicaragua, though the same 
principles of fair dealing apply to both. 
Do we want our western neighbor Asia as a friend or foe, for 
a century to come? Our attitude toward China in these next few 
months may determine that. May it be in the spirit of John Hay, 
who created the “open door” in China, with always a welcome 
inside for America.

Brigadier General John McCausland, 
"I years old, one of the two last sur­ 
viving generals of the Confederacy, 
died suddenly In his home near Point 
Pleasant. 
Although his name is linked with 
incidents in several of the important 
conflicts of the war between the states 
his share in hhe defense of Lynchburg 
and his command of the 
raid which 
culminated in the burning of Cham­ 
bersburg, Pa., probably are the most 
widely known of the activities of the 
man who was called from a professor­ 
ship to command troops of the state 
to which he gave allegiance. For in 
his later years, General McCausland 
insisted vigorously that his 
military 
service was not given to the Confed­ 
erate army, but to the army of Vir­ 
ginia. 
After the war, so bitter was 
the feeling over the burning of Cham­ 
bersburg that he was obliged to flee 
front the country, and for a few years 
wandered about Europe and Central 
America before returning and taking 
up the rich river bottom lands above 
Point Pleasant. 
Born In St. Louis the son of a native 
of County Tyrone, Ireland, John Mc 
Causland after the death of his pa 
rents in 1850 was taken into the family 
of an uncle and was a river boat cap 
tain aud in an academy at Buffalo, 
W. Va., he was prepared for Virginia 
Military Institute. 
After four years 
as a student in V. M. I., he was grad­ 
uated at the head of his class, in 1857, 
■and later was assistant professor of 
mathematics there for 
two 
years. 
Among his experiences there he de­ 
lighted In recalling, that he marched 
the cadet corps of the institute to 
Charles Town to act as guards around 
the scaffold when John Brown wa3 
hanged for treason. 
Death in battle of General Albert 
Callaiu Jenkins brought McCausland 
into command of his brigade and on 
May 18, 1864, he was given his com­ 
mission as a brigadier general. It was 
just one month from that date that his 
cavalry demonstration deflected tbs 
drive of General Hunter's forces to­ 
ward Lynchburg, Va., turning 
them 
back until his superior General Early 
could occupy the 
city. 
Beside 
his 
daughter, he is survived by three sons, 
Sam, John and Alexander McCaus­ 
land.

Although his name Is linked with 
incidents in several of the important 
conflicts of the war between the states 
his share in hhe defense of Lynchburg 
and his command of the raid which 
culminated in the burning of Cham­ 
bersburg, Pa., probably are the most 
widely known of the activities of the 
man who was called from a professor­ 
ship to command* troops of the state 
to which he gave allegiance. For in 
his later years, General McCausland 
insisted vigorously that his military 
service was not given to the Confed­ 
erate army, but to the army of Vir­ 
ginia. 
After the war, so bitter was 
the feeling over the burning of Cham­ 
bersburg that lie was obliged to flee 
from the country, and for a few years 
wandered about Europe and Central 
America before returning and taking 
up the rich river bottom lauds above 
Point Pleasant. 
Born in St. Louis the son of a native 
of County Tyrone, Ireland, John Mc­ 
Causland after the death of his pa­ 
rents in 1850 was taken into the family 
of an uncle and was a river boat cap 
tain aud in an academy at Buffalo, 
W. Va., he was prepared for Virginia 
Military Institute. 
After four years 
as a student in V. M. I., he was grad 
uated at the head of his class, in 1857. 
•and later wa3 assistant professor of 
mathematics there for 
two 
years 
Among his experiences there he dc 
lighted in recalling, that he marched 
the cadet corps of the institute to 
Charles Town to act as guards around 
the scaffold when Johu Brown wa3 
hanged for treason. 
Death in battle of General Albert 
Callaiu Jenkins brought McCausland 
into command of his brigade and on 
May IS, 1864, he was given his com­ 
mission as a brigadier general. It was 
just one month from that date that his 
cavalry demonstration deflected the 
drive of General H unter’s forces to­ 
ward Lynchburg, Va., turning 
them 
back until bis superior General Early 
could occupy the 
city. 
Beside 
his 
daughter, he is survived by three sons, 
Sam, John and Alexander McCaus­ 
land. 
The death of General McCausland 
leaves General Felix Robertson, living 
in Texas, as the only survivor of tin 
Confederate army general officer.

F. O. Kugel, of the state department 
of public works, with headquarters at 
Columbus, has completed his work at 
Lisbon and at the new Guilford state 
park in obtaining data for the design 
of th espillway at the Guilford dam. 
This new construction work is to be 
done under the direction of the state 
department. 
While in 
this district Kugel and 
County Surveyor Lloyd C. Kirk held 
a conference with Co-operative Weath­ 
er Observer L. H. Copeland at Mill­ 
port for the purpose of obtaining data 
upon the average rainfall in this coun­ 
ty, and the maximum and minimum 
for one month during the last four or 
five years. 
The records given the state depart 
ment by Mr. Copeland show the aver­ 
age annual rainfall for the past 35 
years to have been 36.44 inches, the 
maximum in these years showing 'n 
1924 which was 43.90 inches, and in 
1926 the fall was 43.32 inches. 
The maximum rainfall was in Sep­ 
tember, 1926, and placed at 9.5# inches 
and 
the 
minimum was in October, 
1924, with .08 inches being recorded, 
all of these averages covering a pe­ 
riod of 35 years. 
Mr. Kugel could give no information 
at thiB time when construction work 
on the new spillway would begin, but 
the county commissioners have been 
informed that this improvement would 
be undertaken this spring.

this district Kugel and 
County Surveyor Lloyd C. Kirk held 
a conference with Co-operative W eath­ 
er Observer L. H. Copeland at Mill­ 
port for the purpose of obtaining data 
upon the average rainfall in this coun­ 
ty, and the maximum and minimum 
for one month during the last four or 
five years. 
The records given the state depart 
m ent by Mr. Copeland show the aver­ 
age annual rainfall for the past 35 
years to have been 36.44 inches, the 
maximum in these years showing 'n 
1924 which was 43.90 inches, and in 
1926 the fall was 43.32 inches. 
The maximum rainfall was in Sep­ 
tember, 1926, and placed at 9.5i inches 
and 
the 
minimum was in October, 
1924, with .08 inches being recorded, 
all of these averages covering a pe­ 
riod of 35 years. 
Mr. Kugel could give no information 
at this time when construction work 
on the new spillway woald begin, but 
the county commissioners have been 
informed that this improvement would 
be undertaken this spring. 
Completion of this contract will he 
immediately followed by the county 
commissioners improving the road 
from the county home west over the 
old state read to connect with the Sa- 
lem-Hanover road which is to be sur­ 
faced this spring.

Remember the Chinese Boxer rebellion of 1900. That was an 
outbreak inspired by a reviving nationalist spirit, and aimed at 
genuine foreign abuses, but unfortunately dominated by thugs 
and used by an unprincipled dowager empress merely to avenge 
herself on foreign ers, without any desire to help the Chinese 
people. The best of the Chinese were against it. 
When it was put down by the armies of the western powers, 
what happened? Instead of a dignified, honorable restoration of 
law and order, the invading troops—except the Americans—broke 
loose in an orgy of pillage and crime. 
They showed themselves 
nearly as bad as the Boxers. Then they imposed grievous penal­ 
ties, out bf proportion to the Chinese offenses. America objected, 
and when obliged for diplomatic reasons to acquiesce, soon re­ 
turned her indemnity payments. 
Now there is an uprising in China far greater than the Boxer 
rebellion, 
It is the climax of years of revolution, during which the west- 
cm powers have all sided with Chinese reaction instead of Chinese 
progress. They all continued to recognize the corrupt and de­ 
cadent government at Peking, instead of the liberal, modern 
government at Canton, modeled in spirit after our own. 
Now 
Peking is as dead as Babylon. The southern liberals are in tho 
saddle. The spirit of Canton is triumphing. Democracy is rampant. 
The Chinese feel themselves a nation again. 
This may be the beginning of a vast racial movement, becom­ 
ing eventually a continental movement. Asia as a whole may turn 
self-conscious and assertive. 
That may be a peril or a blessing, according to the way the 
western powers deal with China. America is freer than the others 
to act, tolerantly and generously. It is plainly to America’s in­ 
terest to do so. China faces us across the Pacific, and the Pacific 
narrows year by year. 
We are now confronting problems in the Orient possibly far 
more fateful than those of Mexico and Nicaragua, though the same 
principles of fair dealing apply to both. 
Do we want our western neighbor Asia as a friend or foe, for 
a century to come? Our attitude toward China in these next few' 
months may determine that. May it he in the spirit of John Hay, 
who created the “open door” in China, with always a welcome! 
inside for America.

Am erican Rubber Control 
Harvey S. Firestone, who is establishing vast rubber planta­ 
tions in Liberia, says that if other American manufacturers will 
follow' his evample, they can control the world’s rubber supply. 
They may control at least their own supply, it they go into 
production as heavily as Mr. Firestone. The present consumption 
of rubber in America is about 50,000 tons a year. Firestone him­ 
self expects, when he gets his million acres in Liberia up to full 
production, to have 200,000 tons a year. That wall take time, but 
in five years there will be a big supply rolling in from Africa. The 
demand multiplies rapidly, but the output may be multiplied still 
more rapidly. 
This, however, is a game that other nations may play as well 
a? -ours. 
The most important thing is to have plenty of lubber for the 
word’s needs. The next important thing is to prevent domination 
of the industry by any country. It might be as had, in some ways, 
for Americans to control the w'orld’s rubber supply as to have it 
controlled by the British.

The question of grazing lands was 
always an important one in the west 
end in the old days many bitter bat­ 
tles and feuds arose between the cat-

As late as July of 
taut year the Interior departm ent an­ 
nounced that a threatened war over 
tile use of the range in northwestern 
Cob rado between sheep owners and

This particular trouble arose from 
t h -! invasion by sheep owners of the 
grazing area in Garfield and R^o Blan­ 
co counties. 
Having obtained leases 
for 
grazing 
privileges upon 18.000 
Acres of land from persons holding oil 
shale placer mining claims they be­ 
gan 
to 
graze their sheep on those 
lands. 
Cattlemen 
had 
been accus­ 
tomed t q use that region as a range 
for their cattle 
and 
threats of vio­ 
lence that boded an 
old-time range 
w ar followed. 
The cattlemen claimed 
that the sheep were eating the grass 
too close 
and 
otherwise destroying 
the range. 
Mediation Succeeded. 
However, in accordance with pres­ 
ent-day methods, Secretary Work wan 
appealed to and he sent a representa­ 
tive to the scene to act in the capac­ 
ity of mediator. 
A number of meet­ 
ings were held 
with the sheepmen 
and cattlem en and" finally an agree­ 
m ent was signed between the contend­ 
ing factions. 
U nder this agreem ent 
the disputed range was partitioned, 
an area being set aside for the herd­ 
ing of approximately 4,500 sheep and 
the rem aining land for use by the cat­ 
tlemen in grazing their cattle. It was 
further provided th at the sheepmen 
and the cattlem en should not disturb 
nor interfere with each other in any 
way In the use of the range allotted 
to them. 
With regard to the proposed policy 
of establishing artificial w ater holes 
Secretary W ork points out th at the 
grazing facilities of the semi arid re­ 
gion of the west have been considera­ 
bly reduced by the fencing of farms

Brigadier General John 
McCausland, 91, Dies 
at Point Pleasant. 


Brigadier General John M cCausland 
“ I years old, one of the two last sur 
'ivlnpi: general* of the Confederacy. 
died suddenly In his hom e near Polut 
Pleasant. 
Although his nam e Is linked with 
Incidents In several of the important 
conflicts of the war betw een the states 
his share in hhe defense of Lynchburg 
and his command of tho 
raid which 
culm inated in the burning of Cham 
bersburg, Pa., probably are the m ost 
w idely known of the activities of the 
man who was called from a professor­ 
ship to com mand troops of the state 
to which he gave allegiance. For In 
isis later years. General McCausland 
Insisted vigorously that his 
m ilitary 
service was not given to the Confed 
crate army, hut to the arm y of Vlr 
glnia. 
After the war. so bitter w as 
the feeling over the burning of Cham­ 
bersburg that he was obliged to flee 
from the country, and for a few years 
wandered about Europe and Central 
Am erica before returning and taking 
up the rich river bottom lands above 
Point Pleasant. 
Born In St. Louis the son of a native 
of County Tyrone, Ireland, John Mc 
Causland after the death of his pa 
rents in I SSO w as taken into the fam ily 
of an uncle and was a river boat cap 
tain and in an academ y at Buffalo, 
AV. Va., he w as prepared for Virginia 
M ilitary Institute. 
A fter four years 
as a student in V'. M. I., lie was grad­ 
uated at the head of his class, in 1857. 
■and later was assistan t professor of 
m athem atics there for 
tw o 
years. 
Am ong his experiences there he de­ 
lighted in recalling, that he marched 
the cadet corps of the institute to 
( diaries Town to act as guards around 
the s< af fold whan John Browu w.»3 
hanged for treason. 
Death In battle of General Albert 
Callain Jenkins brought McCausland 
into command of his brigade and 0.1 
May IS. 1864. he w as given his com ­ 
m ission na a brigadier general. It was 
Just one month from that date that his 
cavalry dem onstration deflected the 
drive of General H unter’s fofces to­ 
ward Lynchburg. Va., turning 
them 
hack until his superior General Early 
could occupy the 
city. 
B eside 
his 
daughter, he is survived by three sona, 
Sam. John and A lexander M cCaus­ 
land. 
The death of General McCausland 
leaves G eneral F elix R obertson, living 
in T exas, as the only survivor of tho 
C onfederate arm y general officer.

RURAL SCHOOL 
REPORT FILED 


East Rochester Special 
Sets Record 
Mark 
for A ttendance. 


With 4,233 children enrolled in the 
rural grade schools of the county dur­ 
ing the last school month, the aver­ 
age attendance was 93 per cent. The 
record attendance, however was hung 
up. by the East 
Rochester 
Special 
■chool month, the average attendance 
was 93 percent. 
The record attend­ 
ance, however was hung up by tho 
East Rochester Special school, where 
there Is an enrollment of 39 children 
and the average monthly attendance 
at 89 percent. 
A similar mark was also recorded 
for the Washingtonville village school 
with an enrollment of 186 and with 93 
percent attendance for the month. 
Enrollment in the rural high schools 
Is shown at 263 and the average 
monthly attendance at 93 percent, with 
high records held by tho Washington­ 
ville village high school and New 
Waterford village high school, each 
having 98 percent average attendance. 
There were 30 school rooms in the 
rural system that had no tardy marks 
recorded during the last fiscal month. 
The record for the month shows a 
total enrollment in all rural schools, of 
4.496, with an average attendance of 
93 percent in the 36 grade schools and 
9fi percent attendance in tho six rural 
high schools.
